Here and There 


Victoria—Twenty head of grade 
Oxford ewes, two years old, from 
Mayne Island, have been sold te 
Japanese buyers. This makes a new 
departure in the sheep industry of 
| the Island, being the first of the 
home production to be sent to Japan. 


It is estimated that southern Brit- 
ish Columbia will produce 3,217,000 
boxes of apples this season, this is 
about 700,000 boxes more than last 
year’s production. Arrangements 
arc being made for a heavy export 
business to Great Britain, as well 
as to the Prairies and Eastcrn Can- 
ada. 


A regular aerial mail service has 
been established between Osaka in 
Japan and Darien in South Man- 
churia, two Japanese built “Kawani- 
shi” planes being used. This ser- 
vice is daily, and is being sponsored 
by the “Osaka Mainichi” one of the 
largest newspapers in Japan whose 
aviators recently flew to Berlin. 


Moose Jaw—One thousand head 
of Western Canadian light horses 
purchased for the Soviet govern- 
ment were assembled here The 
horses, which are all light, are being 
bought for the Russian government:
